Should We Level Up or Down? 


There appears to be a very general, agreement 
fhat the 


country cannot have genuine prosperity until there is a better 
balance between the prices of farm products and other coni-rT'"3 lcnllzl"s "101C »»

mpdities than there is now. Public speakers are emphasizingi ° °" 
this, newspapers are commenting upon ii and the country is 
suffering from (he effects of a condition that must be changed 
before there can._be that prosperity to which it is rightfully 
entitled and for which all are longing. 


Farm products are lower today than anything else in the 


country, and this puts the farmers in a position where they 
cannot buy as they would like lo, and as they need to. 
11 


puts a damper oil the market for mamifaciured goods and one 
ihat can be removed only by bringing about a balanced n prices 
that will be fair (o both sides. 


But just how this is to be done is a question. There are 


- some who seem to believe that the remedy lies not in bringing 


other.prices down lo correspond to those of farm products, 
•butin raising ihe price of the latter to appoint which will ea- 


. abfeihe farmers tq shout with the mob and float with the tide. 


/All through the days when everything was at the peak' the 


continual cry was that neither wages nor prices could come 


.. down until trie cost of living was reduced. And now the cost 


: of living has been greatly reduced, so far as the cost of farm 


products is concerned. 
In an.address in Boston a few days 


.ago Ex-Governor Lowden of. Illinois said that "The prices "of 
farm products, on the whole, are about 14 per cent above pre- 


. war levels, while the prices of all other commodities are from 


42 to.over 100 per cent above pre-war levels." 


But Mr. Lowden did not suggest that the prices which are 


still so far above pre-war levels should be brought down to the 
gasis reached by farm products. On the contrary, he said that 
"America cannot/eturn to normalcy until the price of farm 
products is 'restored' to the proper relation with prices of other 
commodities and services." 


But why "restore" the price of farm products, which has 


fallen purely through Ihe operation of the law of supply and 
demand? 
Is there any valid reason why other prices should 


not fall in a corresponding degree? 
It will be dillicult lo point 


out one unless if be thai Americans have become so welded to 
"big money" that they cannot be satisfied with modest prices 
no matter ho weasy and comfortable living may become. 


, If it is true that Ihe people cannot reconcile themselves to 


(he leveling down of poices, then Mr. Lowden is right in de- 
manding the "restoralion" of farm prices until (he farmers are 
in a position to go with the crowd and fare as well as the 
crowd. To imagine'that prosperity will ever come through 
keeping the farmers' noses to the grindstone while people in 
other businesses and employments are flying high is (o im- 
agine a vain thing. 


There must be a greater equality in the rewards of pro- 


ducers. As a prominent speaker recently said, the country can 
float on high prices or low prices, so long as all classes fare 
alike, but it cannot prosper with one class struggling for 
existence while other classes are having it easy. 


So, in Ihe large sense, it makes little difference whether farm 


prices are raised or other prices are brought down. 
In some 


way the balance mnsl be restored, and, on (he whole, it might 
. be better to let the prices of commodities follow those of the 
•farm rather than arbitrarily to keep them all "hi the air."
